1. INDOCHINA 

VN/FRANCE SIGNED AGREEMENT WEDNESDAY FOR GOF PROVIDE 134 
M.LLION DOLS MORE AID/ESTABLISH JOINT CMTE TO PROMOTE BI- 
LATERAL RELS (WP). VN DIPLOMATS SAY HANOI SETTING MANY 
HOPES ON BILATERAL TALKS W/US OPENING 5/3 RE HONORING 
NIXON "PLEDGE” FOR 3.25 BILLION DOLS IN US RECONSTRUCTION 
AID. 

PHAM VAN DONG AGREED PAY FRENCH INDEMNITIES FOR PROPERTY 
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SEIZED IN NVN AFTER FRENCH PULLOUT/PROMISED PARTIALLY LIFT

REUTER (MOSCOW) REPORTS SOVIET, IN GESTURE APPARENTLY

10. CHINA 

NCUSCT HK REP KAMM ESTIMATES US FIRMS ATTENDING CANTON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SPRING TRADE FAIR HAVE WRITTEN ORDERS FOR US 20 MILLION 
DOLS-RECORD FOR ANY SPRING FAIR, AND CLOSE TO LAST 
YEAR'S TOTAL SPRING FAIR SALES OF US 25 MILLION DOLS. 

TRAVELERS RETURNING FROM CANTON, ACCORDING JOC HK SPEC, 
REPORT IMPORTANT CHANGES: CHINESE HAVE BEEN MUCH MORE 
STRAIGHTFORWARD IN DEALINGS, ESPECIALLY DISCUSSIONS 
ABOUT IMPORTS; THERE IS DEFINITE CHANGE IN ATMOSPHERE, 

WITH CHINESE INCREASINGLY WILLING TALK W/FOREIGNERS, 

AND SIGNIFICANT REDUCTION RED TAPE. TRAVELERS ALSO FOUND 
SUBTLE SHIFT IN PRC ATTITUDE TO US, WITH CHINESE FOR 
FIRST TIME AGREEING TEST THEIR PHARMACEUTICALS TO USP 
STANDARDS, AND CEREALS, OILS, FOODSTUFFS EXPORT CORP 
AGREEING REGISTER WITH FDA ITS BRANCHES WHICH EXPORT 
LOW-ACID CANNED FOODSTUFFS TO US. US ATTENDANCE AT 
FAIR DOWN FROM LAST YEAR, BUT COULD BE DUE TO GREATER 
CHINESE SELECTIVITY. 

UPI’S CHAS SMITH (HK) NOTES PRC HAS LAUNCHED MOST OPEN 
PUBLIC DEBATE EVER HELD THERE OVER DEFENSE SPENDING/MIL 
MODERNIZATION, WITH RADIO PEKING MAKING SOME POWERFUL 
ARGUMENTS FOR MORE SPENDING/RAPID MODERNIZATION. OBSERVES 
BROADCASTS ALSO DISCLOSED SOME GLIMPSES OF BITTER BEHIND- 
SCENES DEBATE THAT HAS BEEN GOING ON IN PAST YEARS OVER 
MODERNIZATION. NOTES THAT ALTHOUGH BROADCASTS INVOKED 
NAMES OF MAO/CHOU TO SUPPORT MODERNIZATION ARGUMENT, NO 
MENTION WAS MADE OF PREMIER HUA-WHO IS ALSO COMMITTED TO 
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MODERNIZATION PROGRAM, BUT, ACCORDING INDICATIONS, WANTS 
SEE IT DEVELOPED MORE SLOWLY (BALT NA 4/27). 

SEN GOLDWATER WRITES WP THAT ITS 4/20 EDIT URGING US END 
TIES WITH ROC AS STEP TOWARD NORMALIZING WITH PRC MEANS, 

IN EFFECT, GIVING PEKING PRECISELY WHAT IT WANTS AT 
EXPENSE OF "AN OLD AND VALUED FRIEND." MAINTAINS WP'S 
TALK OF DESERTING ROC IN WAY THAT WOULD NOT DIMINISH ITS 
ACTUAL SECURITY IS "MEANINGLESS WORDS," SINCE NO AMOUNT 
OF ASSURANCE FROM "RED CHINA" WOULD IN ANY WAY ASSURE
